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Is Lordſhip having (ignified te a very worthy Perſon of the 
City (his Lordſhips aff cftionately loving {i riend ) his great 
deſire of Leing acquainted with Mr. Eaſton, and that My 
Eaſton would adminiſter ſomething to him, for his preſent 
indiſpoſition of body, which was a debility of His Stomach, attended with 
a ſwelling in His Legs : Mr. Eaſton 4:d xpon Wedneſday (the gth. of 
April) waz :1pou His Lordſhip. His Lordſhip did earneſtly deſire Mr. 
Eaſton ro undertake him : Who took a full account of His Lordſhips 
ſtate, and of the procatarttick cauſe : Enquired whether His Lordſhip 
could omit eaſily. To whom His Lordſhip reply'd, It was that which he 

* could do with as much eaſe as moſt men. That he had taken a vom, riot 
above a week or ten days before, of an Apothecary. That it wrought 
with-;nuch-eaſe. And that he did apprehend , another would contribute 
much to the recovery of his health. 

His Lordſhip defired Mr. Eaſton to come next morning ( Thurſday 
April 10. ) and gzve it. 

Accordingly Mr. Eaſton waited upon his Loraſhip the ſaid Thurſday 
morning, about erght a clock. His Lordſhip had ordered Poſſet-drink, to 
be mace, The vort (being a moſFexcellent Antimonial preparation, ve” 
ry well known to and uſed by many Perſons of great judoement and expe- 
rience, and which 741r. Eaſton had gven to above an, hundred perſons, 
not only Adults, but even Children of two, three, and four years old, 
without the leaſt bad ſymptom accompanying or enſuins us operation; as 
may caſily be proved) was exhibited, about half an hour after eight, 4- 
bout ten his Lordſhip had one little vomit, without the leaſt illneſs prece- 
dent, that his Lordſhip would own, or that was perceptible by-thoſe Perr 
ons (which were not 4 few) that came in this mterim, into *the Roos. 
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Hr. Eaſton obſerving how faintly the doſe given aid cperare not making 
any commotion nor like to do, told his Loraſhip. That he did now perceive 
be had not given near enough. | - His Lordſhip replyed to Mr. Eaſton, 
That his Apothecary told him,that he did always makes up for Him a doſe 
double to that which he gave to'auyother per ſon' whatſoever. Whereupon 
Ar. Eaſton gave his Lordſhip a ſmall quantity more of the ſame , the 
former and the latter conjunly, net exceeding the doſe which he has 
frequently given to other Perſons, and alſo taken into his own body, 
without the leaſt bad ſymptom enſmng. 

Tri the very inſtant of taking it (probably from his Lordſhips nauſea- 
rin of it) he vomited a ſecond time, and threw up the greateſt part of 
what he laſt. took, He drank a draught of Poſſet-drink,, and about an 

"hour after vomited a third time, without precedent fichyeſs, or ſtraining 
mmch in the vomiting. 

By two a clock, his Lordſhip had a fourth vomit , which he did a little 
promote with his finger thruſt into his throat : being deſirous to vomit 
more than (as he now perceivd) that Medicine would procure. About 

one a clock his Lordſhip had one motion down-wards : another about two 
and about three more by three a clock,, with which his Lordſhip was ex- 
ceedingly pleaſed. At three a clock he found himſelf very well compoſd, 
calfd for bis dinner. Ar. Eaſton told him,if he had an appetite he might 
eat. His Lord ſhip did eat mutton-broath, pretty jreely, and two ribs \ of 
4 neck of mutton boyd; and drank, heartily ſeveral times. An hour after 
his Lordſhip told Afr. Eaſton that his dinner did lye very will in his 
Sromach. That he had not been ſick at all in the operatid),. and that hs 


' felt himſelf at Stomach now as well, as ever he was in his life. Whereupon 


after five a clock, , Mr. Eaſton took is leave of his Lordſhip. And from 
that time, being Thurſday about five in the afternoon, Mr. Eaſton ne- 
ver gave his. Lordſhip any thing, 4s the ſequel of this Narrative will ma- 


nifeſt. 


Mr. Eaſton s inform'd, that his Lordſhip did venture too far inte the 


Air that Thurſday night. Upon Friday in the Afternoon about five a 
:wleck,, - 24r. Eaſton came to wait upon bis Lordfhip, He met with bis 


Loydſhips Gentleman, Aud enquired concerning. his Lordſoips - bealth., 
My Lords Gentleman reply'd,'T hat he-was very well; but-at.preſent was 
lain down-upon his bed to take 4 nap. "Tbat.ox Thurſday night . «8 his 
Lordſhips going to bed, his. Lord did exceedingly commend the. operation 
nnd off ett of what he had taker from the. hands of Ar. Eaſton. Telling 
bir that, that luttle which that Perſon had given bu , had done - him 


m0Y? Tood already, than (to.uſe bss Lordſbips own words as related to-- 


Ar. Eaſton by his Lordſhips Gentleman) all the ſlip-ſlops. he: had: taken 
this half year. That his Lord was exceeding well at his riſing that Fri- 
day morning. And that he had been abroad that day. He told Mr. 
Eaſton 1fo; that his Lord had had five or ſix ſtools that day already. To 
whom Mr, Eafton reply*d, That he did not think $t worth while to ama- 
ken bis Lordſhip. That all was as well with his Lord as his heart Could 
wiſh. That he was very glad to bear that his Lordſhip had ftools that day. 
T hat he was certain that what ſtools ſoever his Lordſhip had, they would 
rot debilitate naturt'(as ſome purgative medicines will.) That he - ha& 
thoughts of preſcribing his Lordſhip ſome Pills tobe taken the next morn- 
ing ; but finding that ( by what his Lord had taken) Nature took, 0c- 
caſion to move down-wards ſo benignly : . He would take more time , and 
wait «pon his Lord on Monday morning : and ſo Mr. Eaſton departed, 
without ſeeing my Lord at that time. His Lordſhip went abroad agam 
( 4s Mr, Eaſton is informed) that Friday night, yet refed well that night 
roſe well on Saturday morning (April 12.) and went to Kenſington , re- 
turned by dinner time, And did eat for his dinner (at the houſe of Sir 
J. D:) Franety and boyld Salmon hot and butrerd. Whereupon about 
three hours after, his Lordſhip found a great alteration un himſelf, and 
ſoon after ſhivered as at the firſÞ inſult of an Agne. This coldneſ conti- 
ned from 6 till-about g oy 10 acloock that Saturday night. Then his 
Lordſhip fell into a very violent burning, which continued till towards 5 
or 6a «lock on Sunday morning. Then he fell into a ſmall warm ſmest 
till about g or 10 that Sunday morning : And whilſt that Sxzeat conty- 

nued was ſomething better than he had been all-night. "But to this time 


his Lordſhip did not fend ont for the advice of Mr. Eaſton-or of any other 


Phy 


 Phyſitian. About 10 a clock that Sunday morning his Lordſhip from his 
warm ſweat, fell into a cold clammy ſweat. Hereupon Mr, Eaſton wa: 
ſent for, who came to his Lordſhip about half an hour after 12. Who ta- 
king his Lordſhip by the hand found it very cold, and that he had very 
little or no pulſe. Mr. Eaſton told his Lordſhip he was very forry to 
find his Lordſhip in that condition : and deſired his Lordſhip totell him, 
by what means he came into it. To whom his Lordſhip reply , 1 do much 
fear I ſurfeited my ſelf yeſterday. How, my Lord (reply a Mr. Eaſton) 
what aid your Lordſhip eat ? His Lordſhip reply'd, I did eat Frumety 
and butter d Salmon, and felt ill about 2.or 3 hours after, as if I ſhould 
have an Ague, very cold for 2 or 3 hours; and then very hot all night;and 


then into a ſweat. Theſe things his Lordſhip ſpakg to Mr, Eaſton before 


his Gentleman and ſome others. Hereupon Mr. Eaſton was about to have 
given his Lordſhip an excellent Stomachick, Cordial, prepared by a very 


' worthy Felmont:an a Dr. of Phyſickin the City. The ſingular efficacy 


of which (for the fortification of the Archeas or vitulſpirit of the Sto- 
mach, and the enabline Nature, to throw off by ſweat or ſtool, or poſſibly 
(#7: this cafe of his Loy ajhips) by gentle penking ( rather than vomiting) 
waatſoever in any part (but eſpecially in the Stomach) doth eppreſs her) 
hath been experimented often when all other means failed, and when the 
Patient hath been reduced to the utmoſt extremity: And I think, will 


' be readily achzowledged by all that underſtand any thing of the Nature 


of ſuch medicmes, and their preparations. And particularly, a Perſon of 
very good Quality an acquaintance of his Lordſhips that was there pre- 
fent, did profeſs to Mr, Eaſton upon bis ſeeing and taſting the ſaid Cor- 
41al, That he upon his own experience did highly approve it. And that 
if be ha 10000 1. per annum + depending upon my Lords life, he would 
eruſt to the efficacy of the ſaid Cordial in that caſe. But Mr, Eaſton was 
net allow'd to do it, becauſe a Phyſitian, very well known im Court and 
City, interditted him, To whom Mr, Eaſton rep! yd Sir my Lord is in a 
very dangerous condition, if you will 01 permit me to gre him this Cor- 
dial, pray order him ſomething preſently your ſelf. The Dr. ſaia hr had 
appointed ſomething, and that his Lordſhip had taken it , which was Car- 
aitns 
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Carduus Poſſet-drink, and that his Lordſhip muft drink.of that, till be 
had over-charged his Stomach. And order 'was accordingly given, by 


' the ſaid Phyſitian to his Lordſhips Gentleman to rtpeat the - exhubition 


thereof. Mr. Eaſton Sir, why do you think fit to appoint Cardum poſſe? 
Dr. To waſh out of my Lords flomach the reliques of your TIRES: me- 
dicine. 

My, Eaſton Sir, there was ns poiſon in it, 

Dr. Was it not Antimony? My Eaſton Yes Sir it was Antimony. 
Dr. Why Antimony is poiſon. Mr. Eaſton Sir, I worder to hear you 
affirm ſo before you k;zow the preparation, Is not Crocus Metallorum 
Antimony ? And what vomit do you give more frequently ? I will aſſure 
you Sir this i5 4 muoh better preparation of Antimony than that. And 
therefore do not proceed upon this miſtakg in your adminiſtrations to my 
Lord. For his preſent dangerous illneſs is not from any reliques of my 
medicine A of which I dare _ you there are none at this time remain.

And as for ſtools, I wonder you ſhould endeavour to cecaſion them , 
ſeeing you ſay, he has had too many already. But Sir, if you are for 
vomiting, what think. you of lene vomitivum ? Dr. What ? Mr.Faſton 
whit think, you Sr, of Sal vitrioli ? Dr. I kyow. Gilla Theophraſti, 
But I ſhall give him nothing elſe but what I have already appointed. Mr- 
Eaſton, why then Sir, do as you pleaſe I have done. Wherenpon Mr

Abo three 4 clock(i..e. about An bour after Mr, Ealtons departure) 
# bere ws (4s Mr, Eaſton is 5nformed) ligature: made upon his Lord. 
ſhigs arms aud thight, About five 4 clock there was awein opened, and 
(4 51 reported eleven owner of blood takgn. Within. a.quarter, or half a 
bor after his Lordſhip departed, 
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His -being a juſt Narrative of - the manner of the death of 
that Noble Lord : though the bare Narration be enough to 
ſatisfie, all unprcjudiced Phyſitians, yet theſe following 
Obſervations, are preſented for the information of others. 

1. That Mr. Eaſton who gave my Lord the vomit, 1s a Per;on 
of Integrity and Learning : particularly in the knowledg and ufe of 
the more noble preparations of Phylick. 

So that *tis preſumed, he is as little like to erre, as any of thoſe 
tormal Doctors, whoſe brains being imployed another way, have 
made it their buſineſs to ſcandalize him up and down the Town. 

2. That this Remedy and his ability to adminiſter it, had been 
experienced by a Perſon of the beſt rank in this City, and from the 
benefit found thereby, was he recommended by him to his Lord- 
ſhip, 

3. That its genrilneſs and ſafety in opperation , hath been con- 
ſtantly experienced by many other Phyſitians in their pratice : for 
literatvre and skill no whit inferiour to that proud and uncharitable. 
Doctor, who firſt endeavoured to blaſt the reputation of it. 

4. That Mr, Eaſton can produce many ſcores of worthy Perſons, 
ro juſtify irs goodneſs; both in operation and eflet upon their own 
Bodies, to whom he hath adminiſtred it. 

5. That it was his Lordfhips importunity that indnced Mr. E, 
to be his Fhyſitian, he havins taken irom others much Phyfick of 
the old heavy ſtrain, fo far from the {aining advantace by it, that it 
ſerved only more and more co devilitate his ſtomach, and habit of 
Body. | 

6. If ſo bethe Vomit had been an ill conditionfd one : then the: 
Operation would not have been M*7# 4 cupcelus cum bona tolerantia,! 
that is to fay in Engliſh, with ſo 00d an avearins : for mc ill 
l ſymptom

ſympton or other would immediately have enuzd rhe operation. But" 
on the contrary, the Rouze given by this Remedy to his Lordihips 
appetite, the good meal which he made after it, the 800d agreement 
of his meat, his Lord(hips being ſo well as to go forth that night 
after it, kis own declaring he never found any Phyſick agree ſo wel 
with-him,and his continuing well all Friday ,an4 Friday night: his ri- 
fing without complaint on Saturday morning, his journy toKenſintor, 
and his following appetite to ſuch food at dinner abroad, as Frumity 
and buttered Salmon, muſt needs evince amongſt men not drunk with 
Envy, the goodneſs of that Medicine : which is farther evidence al- 
ſo, by thoſe eaſy ſtools which his Lordſhip had, the next Morning 
after the day of taking it ; for as much as the ſubequent Tollicitati- 
ons of Morbifick matter down by ſtool, gradually, ſor a day or 
two after, is one uſual good effe&t of Antimonial . vomits well prepa- 
red, tending to the great advantage of Patients, by reaſon of the ra- 
rifying aperitive Nature of Medicines made of that Subject. 

-. That his Lordſhip"&implained ill the third day about three 
hours after that unhappy” Meal of buttered Salmon : a ſort of Meat 
as improper for a long debilitated ſtomack, and as likely to ſurfeit 
it as any : and it was his Lordſhips own judgement, that the Sal- 
mon had done it. Beſides the opinion of this high conceited Door 
was , that there was ſomewhat oppreſlive in the ſtomach which 
ought to have been thrown out ; though his Malice to Mr, E. made 
him lay the cauſe of, it upon his Vomit, rather than the ſurfeit, But 
alas, this unchriſtian and diſmgenious way of ſlandering, is the daily 
practice of a certain knot of Doors againſt all PraAicers that are 
not of their own number and confederacy . 

8. That Mr. E. his offer of that ſtomachick Cordial, which the 
Door would not permit my Lord to take, was. a more probable 


means to aſſiſt Nature in the Stomack, ( it being known to be. of an- 


invigorating digeſtive and abſterſive power,) than what vaſt quanti- 
ty of Maſh called Carduus poſht uſed by the Doftor, which nor 
being of force likely co lift out the ſurfeiring load by vomiting : a- 
ny rational man, would have concluded before-hand, it muſt of ne- 
ceſſity in conſequence over-ſwell, over-whelm and relax the ſtomach, 
to the utter ruine of his Lordſhip, in caſe it ſhould not vomit 
him, which as appears it did not. 

Certainly ſince that DoRor, thought a vomit neceſſary at that. 
tune 
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time of my Lords ſurfeiting , by 9" to have had kill enough r9 
have found out one very ſafe and more to the purpoſe ; and that was 
the Gilla Theophraſt: which he deſpiſed, when Mr, E. had mentioned 
it, which was a thouſand times more likely to lift the load out of the 
ſtomach ; and ſo much the rather to have been uſed upon that ecca- 
fion, in regard it ever performs with eafe, and leaves the behin4 it a 

rand roboration of the Coats of the Stomach ; which makes may 
for a more ſpeedy and effe&tual confortation by Cordials , after 
the ſurfeiting matter is thrown up: 

9. Obſerve of how little regard the judgment of the Dottor 
ought to be, and of what a ſpirit he is, who preſumed, not only t0 
condemn an Antimonial Medicine, whoſe preparation he was m—_— 
ignorant of, but ro proclaim even Atimory it ſelf for poyon;,whic 
is one of the nobleſt Subjects for variety of Remedies, both exter- 
nal and internal that Go. hath made. A Subject, the uſe whereof is 
by him and his Brethren practiſed, and by them recommended to the 
whole World in the Pharmacopetia Londen ſis , infonuch that the 
Vomit which they them'elves daily preſcribe is generally an Antimo- 
nial one v:z, an infuſion of Croc crallorum in wine : which, . for 
warit of better knowledg, they call /Yinum Benedictum, that is £5 
ſay, Bleſſed Wine : though the Nobler ſort of Phyfitians do know 
it is one of the moſt churliſh Vomits made of Antimony, and far 
inferiour to the Vomit us d by Mr. E. as ſhall be made appear to the 
whole knot of Caluniniators, both by conference an4 pratice, if 
their confidence plea'e to put things to ifſue by open Tryal, the 
Magiſtrate or the learned, teing Judges, Either let them doe this 
or hold their Tongues, 

10, The moſt remarxable Obfrvation is conceraing the pratice 
uſed after that Doctor had taken my Lord quite out of Mr, Eaſton; 
hands : for he did ( it ſeems ) to palliate himelf, take in other ?Phy- 
ſitians of his own Fraternity ; that my Lord might not be ſaid ro 
dye without help, So that noy we mu{t ſuppoſe there was a Device 
called a conUultation, the uſual unhappineſs of great Perſons, if we 
= believe what Phy in his Natural Hiſtory L iþ. 29, Cap. 3. 
ſaid of old, who in cexminis calls them, Lamentable and woeful C0.” 
[ultations about their Patients, wherein (fayes he) you ſhall ordinarily 
ſee them argue and diſagree in opinion, while one cannot abide that 4 
other mans judgement ſhould rakes place, and ſeem toca ry away the 
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credit of the Cure. But in theſe. dates the Dottors fraternity have 
found out a facile way to end differences ; that is upon ſuch 'occa- 
ſion, the Senior, be he a wiſe man or otherwiſe,controuls the other; 
dictates what ſhall be done : and theres the iſſue of convultins, Whar- 
ever becomes of the Patient, 

So that in this conſult about his Lordſhip, *tis to be ſuppoſed, that 

DoRor being Senior and Superior, might give the main ſtroke in do 
ang what was done; for by opening a vein Hood was drawn; and his 
Lordſhip dyed immediately after. Now conſider the Contra indi- 
ants.in the caſe : my Lord had long had an ill havit of Body, and 
ow a ſurfeit ; clammy ſweats, his Spirits almoſt defun&t, his 
,omack under a great opprellion of indigeſtible food , the manifeſt 
cafion of this diſorder ; then let Phyfitians and all men of ſenſe 
declare, what is to be thought of this Phlebotomy. 

11. But if it be true which is reported, that at this Conſult a. 
Reaſon was alledged for the bleeding of him, to wit, that his 
Lordſhip laboured under an overcharge or Stagnancy of blood, in 
ſome Veſſels in or about the hearc,c+c.Occaſioned there by vomi- 
ting,and that this lagnancy appeared at the opening of his Lordſhips 
Body afcer death. Whether it be true or no, I am not certain, ur 
this is 'moſt certain, that *tis the common trick among the Tribe of 
dfſecters, to open bodies of their own or other mens Patients, in 
pretence to ſatisfy themſelves, and the deceaſed*s Kindred touching 
the-cauſe of death ; and thence they alwayes pick out enough be- 
fore the admiring by-ſtanders, to juſtifie themſelves and their own 
miſtakes, by reeſons to prove that the Patient was incureable : 
cr elſe they will be ſure to coliet dirty matter enough, to caſt 
upon - any Phyſitian whom they envy, whoſe hap ir may have 
been to have given Phyſick before them to the ſame Patient ; -eſpe- 
cially if he. be not of their Honorary number. And if Mr. E. 
ſhould ſuſfer- by this Trick, he is is not the firſt by many hun- 
reds of able Practitioners and Learned, that hath been thus arti- 
ficially blaſted. So that ;it were well if this famous City of 
London, would take Netice. of ſuch crafty Abuſes for the future. 
For though {ometimes when upon opening of Bodies , the internal 
parts appear decayed or corrupted in their Tone and Subſtance : 
tis manifeſt what brought on Death ; yet ſeeins moſt diſeaſes 
lying in the variations of blood and. humours, ſpirits and firments 
of 
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of the parts, are in their cauſes b——_— from” ſuch occular in- 
ſpe&ion , let none | in theſe matters. be gull*d hereafter, For, 
that nothing. certain can be concluded from rhe Ragnation of 
blood, or other humors found in any place or paſſage after death, 
is evident jn this, that Nature rpon Deaths approaches, being driven 
to moſt violent motions, doth extravaiate. intravaſate, throw blood 
and humours in and out, here and there and every where, Cap-a- 
pee, throv2h the moſt abſtruſe and unperceivable paſſages. So that 
if ſtagnant or coagulated blood or other humour, be found in any 
part by Anatomyzing, it cannot be concluded it was fo before 
death. Tor it was well ſaid of old by Celſ;#, the moſt prudeat 
of all Phyiitians in his preface, Veque quirquam efſe ftultins,. quan 
quale gzzrmud 1110 homne eft, tale exitt;mare efſe morieate, ins 
jam mortuo - Which is in plain Engliſh. That nothing is more 
fooliſh than to 1magine, that things within a man ſhould be in the 
ſame ſtate when he is dying, as they where when he was lwing, 
much more when he is attually dead And therefore ſurely the 
more probable way of judging the cauſe of my Lords death, ought 
to have been grounded upon a ſtagnancy of the frumenty of the 
Salmon, rather than an imaginary ſtagnancy of .bloed , if any 
ſuch thing be as was affirmed by that DoRor, and: his Brethren 
12. From hence alſo obſerve, what miſtakes Phyſitians may +c 
led into by blind ſuppoſals and conjectures of blood or other 
matter loged in this, that, or other ſecret paſſage of the Veſſels, 
to be cauſes of Diſeaſes, when :they proceed thereupon to mandge 
Cures by Calculations. Secundum duttis & Hypotheſis Anatomi- 
cos, No man can be againſt a due enquiry into Awatomy , fo far 
as concerns a beiftig acquainted with the Strufture, Figure, Sci- 
tuation and Connextion of the Parts of the Body , eſpecially in 
caſes of Chirurgery, wherein its greateſt uf doth Iye; and of \ 
this alſo it becomes a Phyſitian not to be ignorant , who ought 
alſo to be a Chirurgeon, though the fine-fingured AcaJemick ed: 
cation of Phyſitians in England, hath here unhappily divwed the 
two faculties, the Profeſſors of the one being brought up to rwaitle,. 
the other to work, the one in their youth to- ſpeculative Philo ©- 
phy , the other from their very firſt youth in praftical dridgery, | 
if I may ſo call it in compariſon with the other : from whence | 


tis obſervable , we are alwayes furniſhed with fas mire able 
C kirurgeons . 
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' Chirurgeons than Phyſitians'; confider what greater men ever had 
we in the World, for the old way of Phyſick formerly, than 
thoſe that were bred up Chirurgeons? Galez himſelf was bred a 
Chirurgeon. And where now will you find among the Galeniſts 
of our Nation, Men for Phyſick to be named after thoſe famous 
Perſons} bred Chirurgeons. ; fuch as were | Parens , Chalme- 
res, Pigraus, Guillemean, Ingraffias, Felix: Wurtzas, Fellopins, 
Veſfalins, Carcanus, Severinus, Marchettts, Smgelunts, and the two 
Fabricii, one an IHtalian, the other a. Swifſe, viz. Huldanus and 
ab Aquapendente ? whoſe learned works and great performances, 
made them renowned through the World. But now forſooth a 
Chirurgeon with us is made (o little a thing by our Dottoral Cor- 
federates, that when he hath a Patient they expe&t he ſhould not 
preſume to preicribe any thing of internal Phyſick tor the pro- 
moting his Cure; though none can judge ſo well what is- fit to 
be done as himfelf, ſo that he remains lyable to the pollibility of 
having his work ſpoiled , either by the ignorance, or ſometimes 
the malice of another Perſon that knows little or nothing of the 
management of a Chirurgical Curation, Beſides if our Chirur- 
geons were excluded, ( as thats the defire A of their wor- 
ihips ) from the prattice of Phyſick : I wondeF” Bis” MajzRty for his 
Fleers, and the Merchants for theirs, ( on which the wealth and 
glory of this Kingdome doth depen1 : ) would be ſupplyed with 
able Pra*titioners for the Sick oY, Sea, the greateſt ſickneſs both 
Acute and Chronick, being th + predominant, Not from the fine 
treed of the. Scholaſtic Femilil, whoſe learning (fo much as it 
is, and that is but a very few of them ) lies quite beſide the way 
that leads to the more noble Family of Phyſitians ; infomuch thar 
when they firſt come to Town with the learned Cſhon-Cap and 
's rl about them, the very Apothecaries boyes are able to Tutor 
them in Town praftice, lauzh ar them, and tell Tales behind their 
backs. Wherefore, ſeeing the 7:1 ors are not fir to be truſted a 
t oard with the Seamen, and the Scx:zors never did (ſerve nor means 
todo 1t, and nothins but azcther £reat Plague can ſend them out 
of L nn, which way can the Sea tle ſerved with Phyſick and 
Chyrrrgerv, if S«rsc02:-h:11 be not t9 be lookr on as a Colledge 
of Phyſitians ? and for which of their good ſervices to the Crown, 


Kingdom an{ City, will they have the confidence to ſeek an Autho- 
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rity, to tuck the necks of all 2, Phyſtians, Chirurgeons, and 
Apothecaries under the girdle of their Jurisdiction ? tut tis to be 
hoped the Nation will ere long be convinced, that the latoratory 
the work-houſe, the way to be traced before we enter the Library ; 
aa Apprentiſhip from our youth to work and ftudy under a praQtiler, 
is that only which can make one a Door : all the reſt is tur feces, 
nay nithils Pilz, cc, whereupon tis to be hoped alſo we ſhall think 
it high time that a Reformation be thought of, that the preſent for- 
mal way ( which none of the Antients knew ) will be left, and the 
Academians be bred up more Mechanico, inſtitured in the operative, 
before they bent thernſelves upon the contemplative and philoſophi- 
zing part of Phyſick, For Ariſtotle faid well , Nthilmintll. tu, & 
qued non prins im ſenſu, Nothing lies right in the underſtanding, 
that ts not firſt ccllitted by ſenſe : that 1s by ſenſible operation. 
And Celſus faith, Non poſt rationem inventam eſſe Jeaicinam, ſed 
poſt inventam Medicinam rationem efſe quaſitum. That remeaies 
Medicinal were not found out by reaſonmg : but reaſoning came in play 
being ſought out after remedies had been found. From whence t1s 
concluſive, that the ſure Notions of Curing, are thoſe which «3 
men form unto themſelves, Firſt, not by Tradition of Authors, 
but by reaſoning upon their own and others experiments, whoſe 
operations and effe&ts they have ſeen. Bur for Phyfitians bred the 
fine way he ſaith, Eriam ſapientie ſtudioſos mavimes eſſe Aedicos 
fs ratithaty hoc facerer ; nune ullis verba ſupereſſe, wer ſſe mederds ſei- 
entiam, to wit, that your Students of Philoſophy ( meaning the old. 
way of Philoſophy) were the greateſt Phiſitians : if reaſoning cenld 
make them ſo, now that ſort of men abound with words, but wants 
the Science of Curing, Yet they ( he faith a little after ) do bear 
away the Bell in the World , Ingeniuam & facundinm wincewre, 
morbos autem non eloquentia ſed remedus curari : that is, They that 
have 4 witty knack of talk, prevail above others in the Opinicn 
of the People, though diſeaſes are not to he curcd by fine words but by 
Remedies, And therefore tis hoped the Magiſtrates » Nobility 
and Gentry of the Land, will accordingly ſteer their judgement 
in the choice of Phyſitians, and one time or other give a helpin 
hand towards a reforming of the Education of men for the practice & 
this Faculty. This may ſerve alſo for an Itemto our younz Studients 
in. the Univerſities how to prevent the Joſs of time, Tis not & 
torma! 
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- formal degree in Phyſick at laſt, (ha will make amends for it, or 

ive them fatisfattion, if men of conſcience and ingenuity. And as 
for Anatomy, 1 do not diſclaim againſt it, A competent know- 
leds therein is moſt commendable and neceſſary in many caſes, 
though a juſt Treatiſe may ſhortly eyince to the World how 
little uſe it is of, in managing the .Cures of moſt internal diſeaſes, 
a Capite ad Calcem ; and how little advance (as Mr, ZYoyle longs 
ſince obſerved ) the practice of phyſick hath received by the pre- 
tended novel diſcoveries: every Anatomiſt boaſting like School- 
boyes, that he hath found ont. more Birds Nefts than his Fellows ; 
and then he ſtruts in Print with diſquiſitions thereupon, though 
the I{ſ.;e be that none of them all, from the time of Ga/l:z to this 
day, but contradict one another, So that controverted curioft- 
ties muſt needs be a ſweet uncertain ground to bake aim upon, in 
{o ſerious a work as the hitting of the Nature of - Diſeaſes, and 
their Remedies, And tis moſt rediculous to obſerve what a clatter 
made among us, with Dogs, Cats and other Creatures avout 
theſe trivial enquiries, Not that ſuch Nicities are to be diſcom- 
mended in Gentlemen, who may ſpend their rime that way, or in 
thoſe Phyſitians who have little elſe to do Out to diſſect it em,ard 
then to di courſe for recreation, But Hic eſt fundizs Calamuatis rieſtre, 
the Bane of the profellion of Phyſick, rhar ir attains (o little improve- 
ment in the workd, is this ; That while there is a manifeſt tation dri- 


ven among Profefſors tro magnifie one another in theſe matters, as if 
hey were able to make -a man a Phyſitian above others, and to 
eftali.h the main ground for ſtudents to build a Reputation upon, 
i: proves an occaſion of three {ore evils under rhe Sun.
